Despite the much needed 

rains that fell the drought has and continues to affect markets. One 

eye catching fact that has been noticed has been the lower prices for 
replacements. Going into winter no one has any extra feed and there 

are many more sellers than buyers for extra mommas currently. 

Very few pairs will top the 2k mark and it’s almost impossible for 

bred cows to bring that, even though some producers have been 
forced to turn loose of some very good quality cows. Boxed beef 

cutouts gained significant ground with choice closing at 263.26, up 

9.55 and select closing at 234.49, up 10.13 compared to last week. 
Negotiated feedlot sales as of Friday afternoon was near 82K head.  

Live sales were reported from 151.00-155.00 and dressed sales

September 2022 Highlights  
 
Total natural cheese stocks in refr igerated warehouses on Septem-
ber 30, 2022 were down 1 percent from the previous month but up 1 
percent from September 30, 2021.  
 
Butter stocks were down 4 percent from last month and down 18 
percent from a year ago.  
 
Total frozen poultry supplies on September  30, 2022 were up slight-
ly from the previous month and up 10 percent from a year ago. Total 
stocks of chicken were up 5 percent from the previous month and up 18 
percent from last year. Total pounds of turkey in freezers were down 9 
percent from last month and down 5 percent from September 30, 2021.  
 
Total frozen fruit stocks were up 6 percent from last month and up 
8 percent from a year ago.  
 
Total frozen vegetable stocks were up 21 percent from last month 
and up 1 percent from a year ago.  
 
Total red meat supplies in freezers were up 1 percent from the pre-
vious month and up 17 percent from last year. Total pounds of beef in 
freezers were up 2 percent from the previous month and up 19 percent 
from last year. Frozen pork supplies were down slightly from the previ-
ous month but up 14 percent from last year. Stocks of pork bellies were 
up 3 percent from last month and up 183 percent from last year.
